W a s h in g t o n , Oct. 23.—“No; I hav e 
not giv en up my fight for postal tele­ 
graphy,” said Postm aster General W aim­ 
ea aker, in talking about the disruptions 
In the press associations. 
“ On the con­ 
trary, I intend t# pu sh postal telegraphy 
w ith all my pov ^r, for I am confident it 
will be a good thing for ev erybody, and 
believ e the present 
press association 
changes will help the fight. 
It has been 
a m ystery to me why the press associa­ 
tions and the bulk of the great news­ 
papers 
in 
them 
antagonize 
postal 
telegraphy. 
I 
presume, 
of course, 
they get v ery satisfactory differentia 
rates 
of 
toll 
from 
the 
W estern 
Union Telegraph company; but it is pro­ 
posed to giv e them differential rates un­ 
der a system of telegraph controlled by the 
postoffice departm ent for the people. 
I 
contend that witn the m achinery of the 
postoffice departm ent, 
its office room, 
m ail and special deliv ery and carriers, a 
telegraph serv ice can be giv en the people 
w hich will be as good, if not bet er than 
is now afforded, at one-half the present 
tariffs. 
It is not fair to presume that 
w ith half the facilities already acquired 
for furnishing a telegraph serv ice this 
con be done, when you take into consid­ 
eration the fact that good div idends are 
paid on stock watered so as to represent 
tw ice the actual inv estm ent of capital. 
“ The newspapers would support the 
m easure offered in w hat will be an 
am ended postal telegraph bill if they 
only had confidence in the ability of tile 
gov ernm ent to make a success of it. 
I 
am confident, and I am constrained to 
believ e the trouble lies in a lack of abil­ 
ity of the gov ernm ent to manage as 
well as a corporation. 
So far as differ­ 
ential rates are concerned to meet the 
demands of capital inv ested, I think a 
sliding scab should be prov ided, where­ 
by the lar *ttst customers ought to re­ 
ceiv e the lov est rates, as the v ery life of 
our press associations depends upon dif­ 
ferential rates. I understand, of colure, 
tha t the object in newspapers associating 
themselv es 
together 
is 
to 
get ad­ 
v antage in news gathering anil trans­ 
mission. If ii was not for that we nev er 
would hav e had great newspapers or 
press associations. 
It could be arranged 
or prov ided under a postal telegraph 
law that discretionary powers for m ak­ 
ing different ;al rates should be v ested in 
certain officers, and thus the demands of 
the press could be m et fully. 
At pres­ 
ent the mas es pay the div idends on a 
stock watered at least IOO per cent. 
Now, if the gov ernment run the tele­ 
graph we would hav e to pay no div i­ 
dend: there would be no watered stock. 
Ev erybody could get much lower rates, 
and the press would be taken care of 
fully as well, if not better, than at pres­ 
ent. 
“ I am in hopes that the dissolution of 
press companies and the examinations 
which are being made into telegraph 
contracts will dem onstrate to the news­ 
paper proprietors, as well as the readers, 
w ha I know now: that there is no use 
of anybody paying present rates when 
they can be had so much cheaper w ith­ 
out* in jury to any one. 
An incident in 
connection v .ith my business at Phila­ 
delphia occurred not long ago which 
shows pretty well the principle I am 
trying to ill ustrate. 
A telegraph com­ 
pany wanted to put a branch office into 
my store. 
It offered me 25 per cent, of 
the gross rec dots. 
I told the managers 
that they could put their office in and be 
welcome if they could giv e the 25 ]>er 
cent, reduction to those who patron .e 
the office in my store, and gav e me noth­ 
ing. 
They refused to do it because they 
said it would be making differential 
rates. 
They were willing to giv e the 
per cent., but not to the people. 
So it 
goes. 
There is nothing giv en to the ad­ 
v antage of the common people. 
It all 
goes to those who do not need it. 
“ It is my am bition to giv e the people 
a telegraph serv ice at half the present 
rates, including newspapers, to make 
the free deliv ery of mail univ ersal in all 
thickly-populated communities, country 
as well as city, and to see newspapers 
and literary publications go free through 
the mails. 
I w ant to see this the lead­ 
ing country of the world in all that 
makes intelligence, culture and enter­ 
prise, and do you believ e me, I expect to 
tee this all in a v ery short tim e.” 


F r e e M a il D e li v e r y to F a r m e r s . 
N ew Y ork , Oct. 28.—An organized 
effort is under way among the farm ers 
to secure from congress free mail d e -1 
liv ery in country towns. 
The Farm ers’ 
Alliance, the Patrons of Husbandry and 
others are canv assing the m atter. 
Let 
ters are being written to the congress­ 
m en in fav or of the project, and peti­ 
tions to congress for free deliv ery are 
being circulated in m any parts of the 
country. 
The farm ers assert that the^ 
daily mail deliv ery to their doors will 
add perceptibly to the money v alue of | 
their farms, and will be w orth still 
m ore because it will keep them in touch 
w ith the m arkets and outside world, 
and rob farm life of its isolation and 
monotony. 
The farm ers are w riting to 
the agricultural press that this con­ 
v enience would enable them quite gen­ 
erally to take the daily papers, as well 
as to subscribe for local papers more 
liberally. 
In the American A gricultur­ 
i s t for Nov ember, Postm aster General 
W anam aker states definitely for the 
first tim e that experiments bv the post­ 
office departm ent for free deliv ery in 
the farm ing districts show that the in­ 
crease of rev enue more than pays all in­ 
creased expense. 
He believ es that uni­ 
v ersal free deliv ery would, therefore, be 
« elf-sustaining.

cate of this course. 
It was in a tone of 
exceeding bitterness that he referred to 
Chili's continued hostility to us. 
He 
said the tim e had come when we m ust 
teach the Chilian people that our pa­ 
tience in dealing with them is exhausted. 
He instanced their treatm ent of Minis­ 
ter Egan. 
The conference lasted

A t the close of the conference 
a cable dispatch wras sent to M inister 
Egan at Santiago, instructing him to 
communicate to the Chilian prov incial 
gov ernm ent the indignation of the gov - j 
em inent at the assault upon the sailors 
of the Baltimore.

T i m e for S o m e Month*.

sage to congress, and expects to hav e 
about all of the hardest work done w ithin 
a couple of weeks. 
He writes out his 
ideas the moment they enter his mind, 
keeps scratch paper in small tables on 
his desk and on the tables about the 
W hite House, and whenev er an idea 
strikes him he pulls out a pencil and 
writes it out in full. 
This he sticks on a 
copybook on his working desk, and thus 
his message accum ulates paragraph by 
paragraph, subject by subject. 
W hen the tim e draw s near for the 
final preparation for the message he 
takes his great pile of pages from thtir 
hook, classifies them , welds them to­ 
gether in connected form, arui passes 
them ov er to his typew riter. 
The copy 
that is returned to him is rev ised, and 
then another copy is made for the 
printer. 
In this m anner the message is 
fram ed by easy stages, as it were, and 
the president does not feel the burden of 
its composition. 
He has been engaged 
upon it at odd moments ev er since be 
returned from his western trip.

He Finds Co nfirmatio n o f the Truth o f 
the Scriptures in the Testim o ny o f the 
C ities and R ivers and P laces o f Lo ng 
Ag o . 


B rooklyn , Ort. 25.—The rendering: o f 
the First Sonata rn D Mino r, by Guilmant, 
on the great organ of the Brookly n Taber­ 
nacle this morning, by Professor Henry 
Ey re Browne, the organist, held the vast 
congregation sp ellbound with p rofound 
emotion. Dr. Talmage p reached on “Sail­ 
ing Up the Nile,” the second sermon of the 
series entitled “From the Py ramids to the 
Acrop olis; or, W hat I Saw in Egy p t and 
Greece Confirmatory of the Scrip tures.” 
His text was Ezekiel xxix, 9, “The River 
Is Mine and I Have Made It.” 
Aha! This is the River Nile. A brown 
or y ellow or silver cord on w hich are hung 
more jewels of thrilling interest than on 
any river that was ever twisted in the sun­ 
shine. It rip p les through the book of Eze­ 
kiel, and flashes in the books of Deuteron­ 
omy and Isaiah and Zeeharia and Na­ 
hum, and on its banks stood the Blighties 
of many ages. It was the cry stal cradle of 
Moses, and on its banks Mary , the refugee, 
carried the infant Jesus. To find the birth­ 
p lace of this river was the fascination and 
defeat of exp editions without number. 
Not many y ears ago Bay ard Tay lor, our 
great American traveler, wrote, “Since 
Columbus first looked up on San Salvador, 
the earth has but one emotion of trium p h 
left for her bestowal, and that she reserves 
for him who shall first drink from the 
fountains of the White Nile under the snow 
fields of Kilima-Njaro.” But the discovery 
of the sources of the Nile by most p eop le 
was considered an imp ossibility . The ma­ 
larias, the wild beasts, the savages, the un ­ 
climbable steep s, the 
vast 
distances, 
stop p ed all the exp editions for ages. 
An intelligent native said to Sir Samuel 
W. Baker and wife as they were on their 
way to accomp lish that in which others 
had failed: “Give up the mad scheme of 
the Nile source. How would it be p ossible 
for a lady y oung and delicate to endure 
what would kill the strongest man? Give 
it up .” But the work went on until Sp eke 
and Grant and Baker found the two lakes 
which are the source of what was called 
the White Nile, and bap tized these two 
lakes with the names of Victoria and Al­ 
bert. These two lakes, filled by great rain­ 
falls and by accumulated snow's from the 
mountains, p our their waters, laden with 
agriculural wealth such as blesses no other 
river, on down over the cataracts, on be­ 
tween frowning mountains, on between 
cities living and cities dead, on for four 
thousand miles and through a continent. 
But the White Nile would do little for 
Egy p t if this were ail. It would keep its 
banks and Egy p t would remain a desert. 
But from Aby ssinia there comes what is 
called the Blue Nile, which, though dry or 
nearly dry half the y ear, under tremendous 
rains about the middle of Jun e rises to 
great momentum, and this Blue Nile 
dashes with sudden influx into the White 
Nile, which in consequence rises thirty 
feet and their combined waters inundate 
Egy p t with a rich soil which drop s on all 
tile fields aud gardens as it is conducted 
by ditches aud sluices aud canals evdry 
whither. 
The greatest damage that ever came to 
Egy p t came by the dry ing up of the River 
Nile, aud the greatest blessing by its 
healthful and abundant flew. The famine 
in Josep h’s time came from the lack of suf­ 
ficient inundation from the Nile. Not 
enough Nile is drought; too much Nile is 
freshet and p lague. The rivers of the earth 
are the mothers of its p rosp erity . If by 
some convulsion of nature the Mississip p i 
should be taken from North America, or 
the Amazon from South America, or the 
Danube from Europ e, or the Yenisei from 
Asia—what hemisp heric calamity ! 
Still, 
there are other rivers that could fertilize 
and save these countries. 
Our own continent is guIdled, is rib­ 
boned, is glorified by innumerable water 
courses. 
But Egy p t has only one great 
river, and that is harnessed to draw all 
the p rosp erities of realms in acreage semi­ 
infinite. 
W hat hap p ens to the Nile, hap ­ 
p ens to Egy p t. The Nilometer was to me 
very suggestive as we went up aud down 
its damp stone step s and saw the p illar 
marked with notches telling just how 
high or low are the waters of the Nile. 
When the Nile is rising four criers every 
morning run through the city announc­ 
ing how many feet the river has risen— 
teu feet, fifteen feet, twenty feet, twenty- 
four feet—aud when the right height of 
water is reached the gates of the canals 
are flung op en and the liquid and refresh­ 
ing benediction is p ronounced on all the 
land. 
ITS SEVEN MOUTHS CHANGED. 
As we start where the Nile emp ties into 
the Mediterranean sea, we behold a won­ 
derful fulfillment of p rop hecy . The Nile 
in very ancient times used to have seven 
mouths. As the great river ap p roached 
the sea it entered the sea at seven different 
p laces. Isaiah p rop hesied, “The Lord shall 
utterly destroy the tougue of the Egy p tian 
sea and shall smite it in the seven streams. ” 
The fact is they are all destroy ed but two, 
and Herodotus said these two remaining 
are artificial. Up the Nile we shall go; 
p art of the way by Egy p tian rail train and 
then by boat, and we shall understand 
why the Bible gives such p rominence to 
this river, which is the largest river of all 
the earth with one excep tion. 
B ut before we board the train we must 
take a look at Alexandria. It was founded 
by Alexander the Great, and was once the 
New York, the Paris, the Loudon of the 
world. Temp les, p alaces, fountains, gar­ 
dens, p illared and efflorescent with all 
architectural and Edenic grandeur and 
sweetness. Ap ollos, the eloquent, whom 
in New Testament times some p eop le tried 
to make a rival to Paul, lived here. 
Here Mark, the author of the second book 
of the New Testament, exp ired under 
Nero’s anathema. 
From here the ship 
sailed that left Paul and the crew strug­ 
gling in the breakers of Melita. Pomp ey ’s 
p illar is here, about one hundred feet high, 
its base surrounded by so much filth and 
squalor I was glad to escap e into an air 
that was breathable. This tower was built 
in honor of Diocletian for sp aring the re­ 
bellious citizens. 
After haviug declared that he would 
make the blood run to his horse’s knees, 
and his horse fell with him into the blood 
and his knees reddened, the ty ran t took it 
for granted that was a sign he should stop 
the massacre, aud hence this commemora­ 
tive p illar to his mercy . This is the city to 
which Omar came after building fourteen 
hundred mosques and destroy ing four 
thousand temp les aud thirty -five thousand 
villages aud castles, y et riding in on a 
camel, with a sack of corn, a sack of figs 
and a wooden p late—all that he had kep t 
for himself—and the diet to which he had 
limited himself for most of the time was 
bread and water. Was there ever in any 
other man a commingling of elements so 


strang e, so weird, so generous, so cruel, so 
mighty , so weak, so religious, so 
fanat­ 
ical? 
In this city was the greatest female lec­ 
turer the world ever saw—Hy p atia. But 
the lesson of virtue that she taught was 
obnoxious, and so 
they 
dragged 
her 
through the streets And scrap ed her flesh 
from ber bones with sharp oy ster shells 
and then burned the fragments of the mas­ 
sacred body . And here dwelt Cleop atra* 
p ronounced to be the beauty of all time— 
although if her p ictures are correct I have 
seen a thousand women in Brookly n more 
attractive—and she was as bad as she 
was said to be handsome. Queen, conquer­ 
ess, and sp oke seven languages, although 
it would have been better for the world if 
she had not been able to sp eak any . Julius 
Csesar conquered the world, y et she con­ 
quered Julius Caesar. 
ALEXANDRIA'S GREAT LIBRARY. 
But Alexander, fascinating for this or 
that thing, according to the taste of the 
visitor, was to me most entertaining l>e- 
cause it hail been the site of the greatest 
library that the world ever saw, consider­ 
ing the fact that the art of p rinting had 
not been invented. Seven hundred thou­ 
sand volumes aud all the work of a slow 
p en. 
But down it all went under the 
torch of besiegers. Built again and de­ 
stroy ed again. Built again, but the Ay ahs 
came along for its final demolition aud the 
four thousand baths of the city were heat­ 
ed with those volumes, the fuel lasting 
six months, and were ever fires kindled at 
such fearful cost? W hat holocausts of the 
world’s literature! 
But all aboard the Egy p tian rail train 
going up the banks of the Nile! Look out 
jf the window and see those camels kneel­ 
ing for the imp osition of their load. And 
I thin k we might take from them a lesson, 
intl, instead of try ing to stand up right in 
:>ur own strength, become conscious of our 
weakness and need of divine help before we 
;ake up on us the heavy dutiesof they ear or 
the week or the day , and so kneel for the 
burden, 
We meet p rocessions of men and 
beasts on the way from their day ’s work, 
but alas, for the homes to which the p oor 
inhabitants are going, for the most p art 
hovels of mud. But there is something in 
the scene that thoroughly enlists us. 
It is 
the novelty of wretchedness and a scene of 
p icturesque rags. For thousands of y ears 
this laud bas been under a very damnation 
of taxes. Nothing but Christian civiliza­ 
tion will roil back the influences which 
are “sp oiling the Egy p tians.” There are 
gardens and p alaces, but they belong to 
the rulers, 
THE J OURNEY UP THE NILE. 
This ride along the Nile is one of the 
most solemn aud imp ressive rides of all my 
life time, and our emotions deep en as the 
curtains of the night fall up on all sur­ 
roundings. But we shall not be satisfied 
until we can take a ship and p ass right out 
up on these wondrous waters and between 
the banks crowded with the story of em­ 
p ires. 
According to the lead p encil mark in my 
Bible it was Thanksgiving day morning, 
Nov. 28 , 18 8 9, that with my family and 
friends we step p ed aboard the steamer on 
the Nile. The Mohammedan call to p ray ers 
had been sonnded by the p riests of that re­ 
ligion, the Muezzins, from the four hun ­ 
dred mosques of Cairo as the cry went out: 
“God is great. I bear witness that there is 
no God but God. 
I bear witness that Mo­ 
hammed is the ap ostle of God. Come to 
p ray ers. Come to salvation. God is great. 
There is no other but God. Pray ers are 
better than sleep .” 
The sky and city and p alm groves and 
river ship p ing were bathed in the light. It 
was not much of a craft that we boarded. 
It would not be hailed on any of our rivers 
with any rap ture of admiration. It fortu­ 
nately had but little sp eed, for twice we ran 
aground and the sailors jump ed into the 
water aud on their shoulders p ushed her 
out. But what y acht of gay est sp ortsman, 
what deck of swiftest ocean queen could 
give such thrill of rap ture as a sail on the 
Nile? The p y ramids in sight, the remains 
of cities that are now only a name, the vil­ 
lages thronged with p op ulation. 
Both 
banks crowded with historical deeds of 
forty or sixty centuries. Oh, what a book 
the Bible is when read on the Nile! 
As we slowly move uj^h e majestic river 
I see on each bank the wheels, the p ump s, 
the buckets for irrigation, and see a man 
with his foot on the treadle of a wheel that 
fetches up the water for a garden, and 
then for the first time I understand that 
p assage in Deuteronomy which say s of 
the Israelites after they had got back from 
Egy p t, “The land whither thou goest in to 
p ossess it is riot as the laud of Egy p t, from 
whence y e came out, where thou sowedst 
thy seed, and w ateriest it with thy foot.” 
Then I understood how the land could be 
watered with the foot. How do y ou sup ­ 
p ose I felt when on the deck of that steam­ 
er on the Nile I looked off up on the canals 
and ditches and sluices through which the 
fields are irrigated by that river, and then 
read in Isaiah, “The burden of Egy p t—the 
river shall be wasted and dried up , and 
they shall turn the rivers far away and 
the brooks of defense shall lie emp tied aud 
dried up ; and they shall be broken in the 
p urp oses thereof, all that make sluices aud 
p onds for fish.” 
That Thanksgiving morning on the Nile 
I found my text of today . Pharaoh in this 
chap ter is comp ared to the dragon or hip ­ 
p op otamus suggested by the crocodiles that 
used to line the banks of this river. “Thus 
saith the Lord God: Behold I am against 
thee Pharoah, king of Egy p t, the great drag­ 
on that beth in the midst of his rivers, which 
hath said my river Is mine own, and I have 
made it for my self. But I will p ut hooks 
in thy jaws and I will cause the fish of thy 
rivers to stick unto thy scales, and I will 
bring thee up out of the midst of thy riv­ 
ers, and all the fish of thy rivers shall stick 
unto thv sea!**, and the land of EgVDt 
snail be desolate and waste; and they shall 
know that I am the Lord; because he hath 
said the river is miue ami I have made it.” 
THE WAYS OF OTHER DAYS. 
While sailing on this river or stop p ing 
at one of the villages, we see p eop le on the 
banks who verify the Bible descrip tion, for 
they are now as they were in Bible times. 
Shoes are now taken off in reverence to 
sacred p laces. Children carried astride the 
m other’s shoulder as in Hagar’s time. 
Women with p rofusion of jewelry as when 
Rebecca was affianced. 
Lentils shelled 
into the p ottage, as when Esau sold his 
birthright to get such a dish. The same 
habits of salutation as when Josep h and 
his brethren fell on each other’s necks. 
Courts of law held under big trees as in 
olden times. Peop le making bricks with­ 
out straw, comp elled by circumstances to 
use stubble instead of straw. 
Fly ing over or standing on the banks as 
in Scrip ture day s are flamingoes, osp rey s, 
eagles, p elicans, herons, cuckoos and bull­ 
finches. On all sides of this river sep ul­ 
chers. Villages of sep ulchers. Cities of 
sep ulchers. Nations of sep ulchers. And 
one is temp ted to call it an emp ire of 
tombs. I never saw such a p lace as Egy p t 
is for graves. And now we understand the 
comp laining sarcasm of the Israelites when 
they were on the way from Egy p t to Can­ 
aan, “ Because there are no graves in Egy p t 
hast thou taken us away to die in the wil­ 
derness.” Down the river bank come the 
buffalo and the cattie or kine to drink. 


And it was the ancestors of these cattle 
that insp ired Pharoah’s dream of the lean 
kine and the fat kine. 
Here we disembark a little while for 
Memp his, off from the Nile to the right. 
Memp his founded by the first king of 
Egy p t and for a long while the cap ital. A j 
city of marble and gold. 
Home of the 


in grandeur and of what I am coming 
down to be. 
We sinned and we fell. 
Our learning could 
not save us. See 
those half obi iterated hierogly p hics on 
y onder wall. Our ircbitecture could not 
save us. 
See the p ainted columns of 
Phi la*, and the shattered temp le of Esneh. 
Our heroes could not save us.

Not a wall is ujibroken. Not a fountain 
to sses in the sun. Even the ruins have 
been ruined and all that remains are chip s I 


y e modern cities get some other God; a 
God who can help , a God who can p ardon, 
a God who can save. Called up as we are 
for a little while to give testimony , again 
the sands of the desert will bury us. Ashes 
to ashes, dust to dust!” And as these 
voices of p orp hy ry and granite ceased, all 
the sarcop hagi under the hills resp onded, 
“Ashes to ashes!” and the cap ital of a lofty 
column fell grinding itself to p owder 
among the rocks, and resp onding, “Dust 
to dust?”

and there a letter of some elaborate in­ 
scrip tion, a toe or ear of a statue that once 
stood in niche of p alace wall. 
Ezekiel 
p rop hesied its blotting out, aud the p rop h­ 
ecy has been fulfilled. 
THEBES. 
But back to the Nile and on and up till 
y ou reach Thebes, in Scrip ture called the 
City of No. Hundred gated Thebes. A 
quadrangular city four miles from limit to 
limit. Four great temp les, two of them 
Karnacand Luxor, once mountains of ex­ 
quisite sculp ture and gorgeous dreams 
solidi heil in stone. Statue of Raineses II, 
eight hundred aud eighty -seven tons in 
weight and seventy -five feet high, but now 
fallen and scattered. 
Walls abloom with 
the battlefields of centuries. 
The surrounding hills of rock hollowed 
into sep ulchers on the wall of which are 
chiseled in p icture arid hierogly p hics the 
confirmation of Bible story in regard to 
the treatm ent of the Israelites in Egy p t so 
that, as exp lorations go on with the work, 
the walls of these sep ulchers become com­ 
mentaries of the Bible, the Scrip tures 
originally written up on p archment here 
cut into everlasting stone. Thebes mighty 
and dominant five hundred y ears. Then 
she went down in fulfillment of Ezekiel’s 
p rop hecy concerning the City of No, which 
was another name for Thebes: “I will ex­ 
ecute judgment in No. 
I will cut off the 
m ultitudes of No.” Jeremiah also p rop h­ 
esied, “Thus saith the Lord, I will p unish 
the multitudes of No.” 
This city of Thebes and all the other 
dead cities* of Egy p t iterate and reiterate 
the veracity of 
the Scrip tures, telling 
the same story which Moses and the 
p rop hets told. Have y ou noticed how God 
kep t back these archeological confirma­ 
tions of the Bible until our time, when the 
air is full of unbelief about the truthful­ 
ness of the dear old book? He waited un ­ 
til the p rinting p ress had been set up in its 
p erfected shap e, and the submarine cabio 
was laid, and the world was intelligent 
enough to ap p reciate the testimony , and 
then he resurrected the dead cities of the 
earth, and commands them, say ing: “Op en 
y our long sealed lip s and sp eak! Memp his 
and Thebes, is the Bible true?” “Truel” 
resp ond Memp his and Thebes. “Baby lon, 
is the Book of Daniel true?” “True!” re­ 
sp onds Baby lon. “ Ruius of Palestine and 
Sy ria, is the New 
Testament 
true?” 
“True!” resp ond the ruins all the way from 
Jop p a to the Dead sea aud from Jerusalem 
to Damascus. 
Hut t tie dead cities strung along the Nile 
not only demolish infidelity , but thunder 
down the absurdity of the modern doctrine 
of evolution which say s the world started 
with nothing and then rose, and human 
nature began with nothing but evolved 
into sp lendid manhood and womanhood of 
itself. Nay , the sculp ture of the world 
was more wonderful in the day s of Mem­ 
p his and Thebes and Carthage than in the 
day s of Boston and New York. 
Those 
blocks of stone weighing three hundred 
tons high up in the wall at Karnac imp ly 
machinery equal to, if not surp assing, the 
machinery of the Nineteenth century . 
How was that statue of Rameses, weigh­ 
ing eight hundred aud eighty -seven tons, 
transp orted from the quarries two hundred 
miles away and how was it lifted? Tell 
us, modern machinists. How were those 
galleries of rock, still standing at Thebes, 
filled with 
p aintings surp assed by no 
artist’s p encil of the p resent day ? Tell us, 
artists of the Nineteenth century . The 
dead cities of Egy p t, so far as they have 
left enough p illars or statues or sep ulchers 
or temp le ruins to tell the story —Memp his, 
Migdol, Hierap olis, Zoan, Thebes, Goshen, 
Carthage—all of them develop ing down­ 
ward instead of up ward. They have evo­ 
lve d from magnificence into destruction. 
The Gosp el of Jesus Christ is the only 
elevator of individual and social national 
character. Let all the living cities know 
that p omp and op ulence and temp oral p ros­ 
p erity are no security . 
IF MORALITY IS GONE, ALL IS LOST. 
Those ancient cities lacked nothing but 
good morals. 
Dissip ation and sin slew 
them, and unless dissip ation and sin are 
halted, they will some day slay our 
modern cities, aud leave our p alaces of 
merchandise and our galleries of art and 
our city hall as fiat in the dust as we found 
Memp his on the afternoon of that Thanks­ 
giving day . And if the cities go down, the 
nation will go down. “Oh,” y ou say , “that 
is imp ossible; we have stood so long—y ea, 
over a hundred y ears as a nation.” Why , 
what of that? Thebes stood five hundred 
y ears. Memp his stood a thousand y ears. 
God does not forget. 
One day with the 
Lord is as a thousand y ears and a thousand 
y ears as one day . 
Rum and debauchery and bad p olitics 
are more rap idly working the destruction 
of our American cities than sin of any kind 
and all kinds worked for the destruction 
of the cities of Africa, once so mighty and 
now sa p rostrate. 
But their gods were 
idols, and could do nothing excep t for de­ 
basement. 
Our God made the heavens 
and sent his Son to redeem the nations. 
And our cities will not go down, and our 
nation will not p erish because the gosp el 
is going to triump h. Forward! all schools 
and colleges and churches! Forward! ail 
reformatory and missionary organizations. 
Forward! all the influences marshaled to 
bless the world. Let our modern Europ ean 
and American cities listen to the voice of 
those ancient cities resurrected, and by 
hammer and chisel and crowbar be com­ 
p elled to sp eak. 
I notice the voice of those ancient cities 
is hoarse from the exp osure of forty cen­ 
turies and they accentuate slowly with 
lip s that were p alsied for ages, but all to­ 
gether those cities along the Nile intone 
these words: “Hear us, for Weare very old, 
and it is hard for us to sp eak. We were 
wise long before Athens learned her first 
lesson. We sailed our ship s while y et 
navigation was unborn. These obelisks, 
these p y ramids, these fallen p illars, these 
wrecked temp les, these colossi of black 
granite, these wrecked sarcop hagi under 
the brow of the hills, tell y ou of what I was 


THE 
W ONDERS GF ^SHILOH CAVE. 


b a l d to K it a1 th** M a in m ot h in B eauty * 
S t r a n ge S up e r s t i t i on s . 
M it c h e l l, Ind., Get. 26.—Exp lora­ 
tions made in Shiloh cave, in the west­ 
ern p art of this 
county , Lawrence, 
show th at it far exceeds many of the 
more noted caves in beauty , some of the 
scenery being more wonderful than is 
found in the great M ammoth cave. 
The entrance to this cavern is on the 
side of a sink which once held the w ater 
which tunneled a p assage way thence to 
Salt Creek, three-fourths of a mile dis- ] 
tan t. 
Descending a short, rugged slop e, j 
a wide room thirty feet in iieight is 
found. 
The m oist air and the brook] 
babbling over tee floor justify the name, 
‘•W et Cave." by which it is sometimes 
known. 
Strange, mocking voices are 
cast up from the black dep ths. 
At one p lace the cavern run s under the j 
Shiloh cemetery , and this fact, together 
w ith the wild scenery , the old relics that 
were form erly found in the cave, the 
startlin g noises coining from the be­ 
wildering darkness and 
the run n in g 
waters, adds to the imp ressiveness of the 
scene, causing some jiersons who have 
visited the cave to claim th at they have 
seen strange things, and have had “ sub­ 
jective sensations of sp ooks 
without 
heads” and bony skeletons with rattlin g 
joints, whose bony fingers p ass with a 
“swish" through the air as they grab for 
the p asser-by . and who?© cold touch 
some claim to have felt up on their 
trem bling shoulders. 
To the reasonable p erson these weird 
stories do not detract any from the 
beauty of the scene. 
From the op ening 
a lofty hall kails off in a southeasterly 
direction, the p rec ip itous sides of whicli 
•how stratified beth of limestone. 
The echoing noises increase as one 
p roceeds, and soon a n atural fountain is 
seen, which p ours three jets of p ure sil­ 
very w ater from an orifice near the roof 
down up on the floor, from which 
a 
cloud of sp ray rises. 
Proceeding across 
the small brook, the lofty sides are seen 
drap ed and festooned with stalactites, 
sometimes hanging in graceful folds, or 
ribbed with gian t corrugations, while 
the roof and overhanging sides bristle 
with quii-like tubes, fragile as glass. 
Passing on for half a mile the beauty 
and p urity of ornam entation do not 
flag, although frequent crossing of the 
brook, now of considerable size, be­ 
comes tedious. 
Here it leap s a p reci­ 
s e with a roar of falling water 
and 
docks the way by form ing a p ond bo- 
ow, blit the southern outlet may be 
round a fourth of a mile bey ond, near 
Salt creek. 
About a m« le of the cave has been ex­ 
p lored, and there are several side p as­ 
sages which have not been examined. 
It certainly rivals the M ammoth cave 
in beauty .
